Senate Reports

Is Quite. Feasible 


Ottawa. — That the route to the 
Hudson Bay is feasible, that valuable 
fish and marine animals abound in the 
bay and strait, and that consideration 
sho be given the matter of making 
Chucmill, instead of Nelson, the term- 
inus of the road, are the main fea- 
tures of the report of the ®.necial 
committee of the senate appointed to 
investigate the Hudson's Bay route. 

The committee, which has held 15 
niectings extended over a lomg period, 
and heard 21 witnesses, makes the 
following findings: 

1.—That the-Hudson Bay route is: 
feasible and will be probably in time 
profitable. 

2—That under present conditions 
the season of navigation would last 
at.least four months, and may be by 
improvements and aid to navigation, 
considerably increased. 

3.—That in the opinion of the com- 
mittee sufficient care was not taken 
in the selection of Nelson as the ter- 
minus of the railway, and that the 
government should not make further 
important expenditures on this port 
without first making a new and thor- 
ough examination into the relative 
merits of Churchill and Nelson as the 
terminus, 

4.~—That the waters on. the strait. 
and rivers tributary to the bay teem 
with fish and valuable marine animals, 
and the committee believes the bay 
is-equally well stocked. 

5.—That mines already discovered 
in the Hudson’s Bay district are of 
sufficient natural richness to indicate 
the éxistence of great potential min- 
eral wealth. The committee feels it 
t too strongly endorse. the sug-: 
gestion of Vilhjalmur Steffanson as 
to the culture of reindeer and musk- 
ox-and urge upon the government 
that the department of the interior 
be empowered to take hold of this 
matter, earnestly taking advantage of 
what has been done in this regard by 
the U. S. government.

C.0. KILLED IN ACTION 


Man Whose Effigy was Publicly Burn- 
ed in England 


A conscientious objector whose 
effigy was publicly burned at Bath 
when the tribunals-Were first set up 
made the supreme sacrifice. He was 
Pte. Henry Bellamore, Duke of Corn- 
wall’s Light Infantry, son of Mr. H. 


Bellamore, St. John’s-road, Lower 
Weston, Bath. 
Bellamore, who was an insurance 


agent, told the tribunal he considered 
the war was an invention of the Devil, 
and that he would go to gaol or be 
‘shot rather than do anything towards 
helping on the war. 

He also stated that if he saw a 
wounded soldier with crutches fall he 


| would not help him if there were any- 


one else to do it, even if he knew the 


| man was suffering from wounds re- 


ceived in defence of his country. Sub- 
sequently Bellamore joined up volun- 
tarily, and among his comrades was 
highly popular.

‘How To Prevent Scab 
And Potato Rust 


When cutting potatoes for planting 
lout and put in a pile about one bushel 
Before they dry out sprinkle one 
| Pound of sulphur over them, and mix 
thorughly with a shovel. Then put 
them in a pile to dry. Cut ,another 
| bushel, add another pound of*sulphur 
mix, throw in the pile, ete. They can 
stand as long before planting as with- 
out the sulphur, although .I suggest 
planting next day. * 
I wag admiring a field of- potatoes, 
planted by an old man near Fourth 
Lake, Adriondack Mountains, New 
York. Every other patch of potatees 
we saw the tops were all killed with 
rust. He finaly told me about using 
the sulphur and Rela the following 
about its use. cae. |
